Little Bighorn 
Stand of Custer 
Echo of History 

WASHINGTON, D.C.-Amortcnns 
hove not forgotten Custer s lost 

Bt On the afternoon of J™* ^"Jff 
victory war whoops of the Sioux 
and their Cheyenne allies echoed 
over grassy ridges by the Little 
Bighorn River. Sunshine splashed 
through powder smoke on the dusty 
bodies of 225 dead troopers of the 
Seventh U.S. Cavalry. 

An entire column led by Brevet 
Major General George Armstrong 
Custer, known to the Indians ns 
"Yellow Hair," hod been wiped out. 
This year on June 25, ceremonies 
at Custer Battlefield Nntional Mon- 
ument In Montana marked the 75m 
anniversary of the massacre. Visi- 
tors from all parts of the nation 
attended. 

Already this year, nearly twice 
as many people have been to the 
Little Bighorn as were counted lost 
year. Natfonnl Park Service fig- 
ures show a total of 18,730 visitors 
in the first half of the 1951 travel 
year (beginning October 1, 1050), 
only 11,331 lost year. The Army 
shrine at Montana's Crow Agency 
has become n national stopping- 
place. , 
Gold In Paha-Sapa 

Trespassing, pold-seeking white 
men provoked the Sioux to war 
three-quarters of n century ago. Al- 
though the Laramie Council of 1863 
closed the Bozeman Trail and guar- 
anteed to the Indians that whiles 
would be kept out of Paha-Sapa, the 
sacred hunting grounds in the Black 
Hills of Dakota, the lure of gold 
had become stronger than treaties. 
Two years earlier Custer, with !,- 
200 men, had marched through the 
Black Hills, officially In search of 
military sites. In the expedition 
rode two miners fresh from Cali- 
fornia, Horatio Ross and William 
McKay. When Ross found yellow 
dust in the grovel of French Creek 
—where Custer, South Dakota, 
stands today— the last r;rcat gold 
rush of the Old West was on. 

Winter came early and hard In 
1875. Starving Indians began to 
leave their reservations. From Chi- 
cago, General Phil Sheridan ordered 
a three-way pincers to close on tho { 
increasingly hostile tribes. Custer's ' 
Seventh Cavalry marched west from 
Fort Abraham Lincoln. 

On the Yellowstone River, Custer 
was ordered to split off from the " 
main column and cross the ridges 
to the Little Bighorn. From the 
heights his scouts spotted the lodge- 
poles of the Indian camp. They ap- 
parently did not realize that at 
least six tribes— an estimated 12,000 
to 15,000 Sioux, Cheyenne and Black- 
feet— were in the hostile gathering.' 
Custer divided his regiment into 
three columns, and with five troops 
rode to his doom. 
Crazy Horse 

Today's school children learn the 
names of the Indian chiefs who met 
him: Crazy Horse, Gall, Black 
Moon, Inkpaduta, the brutal old 
Wakpekuta, and the craftiest of 
Sioux medicine men, Sitting Bull. 

Crazy Horse led 2,500 warriors 
In a swirling attack, sweeping Cus- 
ter and his outnumbered command 
with a rain of fire. The battle was 
over within three hours. Major " 
Reno, entrenched on a hill a few 
miles to the south with the re- 
mainder of the regiment, fought 
for a full second day before learn- 
ing of the complete disaster which 
had befallen Custer. 

Tho Little Bighorn battlefield has 
held a soldiers' cemetery since 1879. 
It contains nearly 1,700 graves of 
men who died in this and other 
battles with the Indians. 



Oldtimor Says Moderation 
Is Key to Longer Living 

LEONIA, N.J.— Henry B. Hooke 
recently celebrated his 102nd birth- 
day, defying the longevity figures 
of our present age. 

Hooke attributed his long life to 
"moderation" in all things and list- 
ed his main interests as reading, 
strolling and viewing television. 

In 1880 Hooke was a member of 
the Queen's Guard Regiment in the 
Fenian Raid, and the Northwest Re- 
bellion. 

Hooke marks each birthday with 
additional pride, recalling that doc- 
tors once told his parents that he 
had only a short time to live. That 
was sometime during his 12th year. 

Moslems Collecting Fundi 
To Repair Tomb of Mohammed 

CAIRO, Egypt— Collections have 
been started around the Moslem 
world to obtain funds for necessary 
repairs to the holy tomb of the 
great Islamic prophet, Mohammed. 

An Arabic newspaper recently 
announced that the centuries old 
tomb— the shrine of millions of 
Moslems— needed immediate re- 
pairs to prevent complete collapse. 

King Ibn Saud of Saudi Arabia 
ordered that technicians be brought 
in Immediately to begin the repair 
work.

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HIGHER PRICES AHEAD? 

Some government economists are forecasting that 
food prices will rise again in the very near future. 
Forecasts of this nature must always be taken with a 
grain of salt — they have often been wrong, and other 
experts think .there will be little or no change in the 
present price structure. 

Time will tell as to that. However, if prices do 
go up again — for food or anything else in general 
use — it is possible that ithe retailers will be blamed, 
precisely as they have been blamed in the past. In 
■the early days of the postwar inflation, consumer 
groups actually went so far as to picket stores, armed 
with placards which urged everyone to refuse to buy 
this item or that unless the price was heavily cut. 

Consumer worry and anger over high prices is 
certainly understandable. But when -the blame is 
centered on the retailer, the consumer is simply 
barking up the wrong tree. He has been caught in the 
bite along with all the rest of us. The wholesale 
prices he must pay, and over which he has no control, 
have risen again and again. So have his payroll, his 
rent, his taxes, his administrative costs, and so on. 
All of this might be of comparatively small moment 
if he had a fat margin of profit to fall back on. But, 
actually, the profit in food retailing is far smaller 
than most of us realize. The big food chains, for 
example, earn, as profit only one to two cents out of 
each dollar which goes .through their tills. And in 
other types of retailing the profit usually amounts 
to less than five cents on each dollar of sales. 

Competition holds prices to a minimum, in every 
field *of manufacturing and retailing. When prices 
go up, it means that the economic forces of the 
time made this unavoidable. 



NATIONAL CHEMISTRY WEEK 

The American Chemical Society will hold its Dia- 
mond Jubilee meeting in New York from September 
3 to 7.* In observation of the event, the Department 
of Commerce has .designated the week of September 
2-8 as National Chemistry Week, and the Post Office 
Department has' authorized a special stamp commem- 
orating the 75th anniversary of the Society. 

Chemists and chemical engineers will come from 
all over the free world to attend the Jubilee meeting. 
This in itself emphasizes the preeminent' position the 
United States holds in both the science of chemistry 
and in chemical industry. Our chemists have been 
the leaders In a thousand fields of research, some of 
which have led them Into amazing new worlds of 
knowledge and discovery. And our great chemical 
industry has been fully capable of putting the results 
to work to serve mankind, 

It is altogether Imperative that free, competitive 
research of this character be encouraged and con- 
tinued. Yet there are serious problems involved. 
In a recent address in London, Dr. Robert E. Wilson of 
Chicago said that competitive research during the 
past third of a century has raised the standard of 
living more (than In any whole century of prior 
research. He added, "But just when research is 
getting more difficult and expensive, we are faced 
with the widespread of weakening of incentives and 
new threats to individual and business freedom." 
In other words, progress in this field, as in all others, 
depends upon maintaining the freedoms and incen- 
tives which drive men to achievement. There Is no 

alternative.

All courses will be 
taught by regular staff members 
of the college. 

To be eligible to enroll in the 
short course program, a boy must 
be a high school graduate or at 
least 18 years old and must have 
had farm experience. If he does 
not live on a farm, the farm ex- 
perience may have been obtained 
through summer farm work or 
through the successful completion 
of 4-H or vocational agriculture 
projects.

- First step in controlling tomato 
disease In your farm or home garden 
Is to select disease-free seeds from 
resistant varieties according to Farm 
Advisor Ray T.' Nicholas. , 

If you save your own seed, select 
it "only from healthy plants and 
fruit, he advises. That will help 
eliminate many crops losses and 
prevent much soil contamination 
that would otherwise occur. 

If you buy commercial seed, it 
will help .to buy certified seed. 
This seed comes from field certified 
by state inspection agencies as being 
free from bacterial canker and cer- 
tain other seedborne diseases. 

Regardless of the origin of the 
seed, you should treat it with an 
eradicant and preventative every 
spring before you plant, Nicholas 
suggests. Treating will reduce loss- 
es from seed decay and damping-off 
in the seedbed. 

Other things you can do to help 
your tomatoes get off to a healthy 
start is rotate your crop and plant 
on clean soil, use only healthy trans- 
plants, keep out of the graden when 
plants are wet and watch for the 
first signs of diseases and insects 
pests. 

The best time to treat your grow- 
ing plants for disease is before the 
symptoms appear. But you can 
prevent much loss and injury by 
applying sprays and dusts promptly 
after disease and insect pests show 
up. 

Get a copy of Circular 633, Toma- 
to Diseases and Insect Pest3, from 
the farm adviser. It is published 
by the University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture, and £t contains much 
information of interest to tomato 
growers. 



Holttein Sire Serving 
County Wins High Award 

. A Holstein sire from the Northern 
Illinois Dairy Cattle Breeding as- 
sociation, which serves Lake coun- 
ty dairymen, has received one of 
the highest awards of that breed, 
says Farm Adviser Ray T. Nicholas. 

Model Bessie Montvlc Chieftain 
has earned the Silver Medal Pro- 
duction Sire award which makes 
him "an outstanding sire," accord- 
ing to the Holstein-Frlesian Associ- 
ation. 

To earn the Silver Medal honor, 
at least 10 daughters of production- 
tested dams must have themselves 
been tested with records averaging 
at least 3.4 percent and 410 pounds 
of buttcrfat on -twice-a-day, 305 day 
basis. The daughter's records must 
also exceed their production ex- 
pectancy by at least 40 pounds of 
fat. 

Nicholas says Model's 14 qualify- 
ing daughters produced of 4G2 lbs, 
of buttcrfat. This was 73 lbs. more 
than their dams' average, The 
daughters averaged 3.8 percent test.

What About Pig Anemia? 



Q: What li meant by the term **pff 
anemia"? 

A; This means a lack of red blood 
cells, fewer red cells than normal. 

Qt What cniuea anemia f 

A: Lack of Iron— generally 'when 
baby pigs do not have contact with 
soil. They get no Iron through tow's 
milk. , 

Q: now doee the disease appear t 

A: Pigs do Ifne for levcral days. 
They may even appear ovcrplump. 
Then they start to thump, go off 
feed, become dull and die after m. 
coma or sleeping period, 

Q: Is the disease more common In 
some breeds? 

A: No. It occurs In all breeds ot 
swine and In all sections of the coun- 
try. 

Q: Can pis; anemia be prevented? 

A: Yes, It can be prevented, and 
even blocked after losses start, by 



giving pies a supply of Iron, prefer- 
ably backed by a tiny amount of cop- 
per. Some authorities advise a piece 
of clean pasture sod In each pen. 

Qt What about smearing sows' ad- 
ders with molasses containing some 
Iron and copper T 

A: This Is unsanitary; not good 
practice. The best method Is to 
obtain a special 
powder or Iron 
tablets from the 
veterinarian. 

Q: Why Is ane- 
mia so Important? 
A: Not only be- 
cause of death lossea, but pigs with 
anemia fall easy prey to other dis- 
eases. Also, pics that suffer even 
light anemia may not gain well.
